Pah-ranagat Valley, July 20th, 1865. 


Mr. Editor !—I arrived in this ee 
four days since. At Meadow Valley 
meta large party (Mr. Hosmer's,) en 
route to Salt Lake City. They bad hard- 
ly left the Pab-ranagat mines ‘when the 
Asbutes, west of the mountains, began 
to make hostile threats, and on my ar- 
rivalat Chrystal Springs, I met Indian 
Agent Sales, with the remainder of the 
reat returning to Meadow Val- 

On the arrival of my party it was 
a den. to remain at the Springs un- 
til an effort should be made to bring a- 
bout a talk“ with the Asbutes. Ac- 
cordingly, Bitter Sweet.“ Ex-Cbief of 
the Pab-ran- a go-nits, was despatched as 
our messenger, who returned last even- 
ing. bringing with him the cbief. Tim pi- 
ute and seven others of the Asb-utes- 
This morning the Agent had a “talk” 
with them, which ended ina friendly 
munner, the chiefe ussuring us that we 
can work the mines without molestation 
and that our stock can safely grass in 
the valley. So to-morrow the party re- 
turn to the mines, 

This valley is about forty miles in 
length, with an average breath of about 
one wile. It is well watered, bas a 
good soil and a genial and healthy clim- 
ate. It contains three Lakes, one of 
which is about three miles in length. 

The Pab- run · a go-nits cultivate the 
ground to some extent, raising wheat, 
corn, squasb and sun flowers. They ap- 
pear to be somewhat industrious, and 80 
far bave been very friendly.to the 
whites. 

A town site has been selected at the 
upper end of the valley, and named 
City”: 

If the mines in this district prove as 
rich as t ey are euppos-d to be, land in 
Pab ranagat Valley will be valuable. 
Timber exists in the mountains, ten 
miles distant, tho’ not in over-abuadent 
quantities. 

Altogether, I am pleased with this 
well watered and romantic valley.
